Grim discovery made in New Malden garage 


The body of missing oil executive 
Carole Waugh was found in a 
New Malden lock-up garage last 
week. 

Miss Waugh’s badly decom¬ 
posed body was found in a blue 
VW Golf in Lime Court, on 
Thursday at 7pm, Scotland Yard 
said. 

A postmortem examination on 
Friday found Miss Waugh, from 
Marylebone in central London, 
had died from a stab wound. 

Detectives believe she may have 
been dead since April. 

Neighbours living close to the 
garage, where Miss Waugh’s 
body was found, were shocked. 

Talio Zare, 23, who works from 
home and whose flat overlooks 
the garages, said: “It is usually 
quiet around here. There have 
been no unusual [people] 
coming around that I’ve 
noticed. 

“It’s very scary knowing 
that something like this 
has happened just next 
door to me.”

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Wildlife trust denies it has 
‘joined team’ on filter beds

The Wildfowl and Wetland 
Trust (WWT) has distanced it¬ 
self from a property develop¬ 
er planning to build 64 
floating homes on Surbiton 
Filter beds. 

Hydro Properties an¬ 
nounced a partnership with 
the consultancy arm of the 
conservation agency in a let¬ 
ter sent out to residents in 
Surbiton. 

In the letter it said the con¬ 
servation agency agreed to 
run the site if the planning 
application was granted and it 
had “joined the team”. 

However, a spokesman for 
WWT said no agreement had 
yet been reached over the 
Portsmouth Road site. 

He said: “WWT would like to 
make it clear that it is not in¬ 
volved with any planning ap¬ 
plication for the Seething 
Wells filter beds in Surbiton. 

“WWT Consulting will only 
consider a future involvement 
in this scheme if the planning 
process finds the proposals- 
both environmentally and 
ecologically acceptable.” 

A spokesman for Hydro said 
the letter was not misleading 


and the content had been 
agreed with WWT before 
being sent out. 

He said: “Everything that 
WWT has said is correct. 
There is nothing on the web¬ 
site or in the letter that 
we have not run past them be¬ 
fore publishing. 

“They have their own ethi¬ 
cal standard which is why we 
wanted to work with them. We 
look forward to meeting the 


objections they have laid out 
for us.” 

Speaking on behalf of 
Friends of Seething Wells, a 
group proposing an alterna¬ 
tive future for the site, Sur¬ 
biton resident Jill Green said: 
“The developers, Hydro Prop¬ 
erties, have just put out thou¬ 
sands of PR leaflets trying to 
convince everyone its scheme 
would be an environmental 
sanctuary. 


“Now that the WWT has 
said quite emphatically that it 
is not part of the project and 
not involved with the applica¬ 
tion, I cannot quite see how 
we can trust anything these 
developers say.” 

A spokesman for Kingston 
Council said it was waiting for 
the results of an ecological 
survey done by the applicants 
before holding a public 
consultation.

She said: “It has definite¬ 
ly been exciting. It opened 
my eyes. When I first start¬ 
ed I did not think I could 
do it, but I have realised 
now that I can and I learn 
quite quickly.” 

The volunteers swung 
into action again for the 
Olympic cycle races and 
time trials, which passed 
through the borough this 
week, making sure they 
were a success. 

Miss Dempster said she 
will continue to help at Go 
Kingston’s offices in Can- 
bury Park Road, Kingston.

Business survey on value 
of Olympic Games to town

Kingston businesses and visi¬ 
tors to the town, are 
being asked to complete 
surveys about their experi¬ 
ences in the borough during 
the 2012 Games.

The aim is to reveal 
Kingston’s strengths and 
weaknesses when hosting 
major international events, 
specifically the Olympic 
cycling road races and time 
trials.

Peter Garside, at Kingston 
University’s centre for 
economic and research 
intelligence (Ceri), has been 
leading the study in a project 
run jointly between Kingston 
University and the council. 

He said: “It is critical. 

“[It will make it clear if] 
there is a value in an event of 
this type of size and scale.” 

Dr Garside said once 
results from both the visitor 
and business surveys were col¬ 
lected, hopefully within the 
next few weeks, it should be 
possible to see how hosting 
high-profile events such as the 


Olympics may help to make 
money. 

It may also highlight how 
well the partnership between 
the police and the council is op¬ 
erating and help the town to 
host future big events. 

An estimated 300,000 people 
turned up across London, and 
a further 200,000 across Surrey 
on Saturday and Sunday alone.

Former banker fined for illegal taxi touting 


A former banker who ille¬ 
gally touted for passengers 
when he was short of cash 
has been fined. 

Ifthika Ahamadeen, 49, of 
Hampton Road, Worcester 
Park, tried to use his car to 
pick up passengers off the 
street - a practice only per¬ 
mitted for black cab drivers.

Hampton Wick. 

Ahamadeen’s defence 
counsel told the court the di¬ 
vorcee had been made re¬ 
dundant from his job as a 
banker and work ed nights 
at a bakery to 
make money for 
his young child. 


He said: “He was short of 
money, saw people queuing 
for cabs and wanted to have 
a go.” 

Ahamadeen was ordered 
to pay £160 in fines, £85 
costs, a £15 victim sur¬ 
charge and was also given 
10 points on his licence.

Trying to put minds at 
rest over Tesco store

The Tesco development in Tol¬ 
worth will not send small traders 
on the Broadway bust, according 
to Matt Magee, the man with the 
job of convincing residents and 
traders to back the superstore’s 
new proposal to build on the old 
Toby Jug site. 

Traders in direct competition 
with Tesco, such as the Best Food 
mini-market, fear being swallowed 
up by the supermarket chain, a 
claim denied by the corporate af¬ 
fairs manager who thinks the 
plans will boost trade. 

Speaking from his offices in the 
heart of London, 14 miles from 
where his employers are hoping to 
build 35,000sq ft of multipurpose 
development, he said: “The sad 
truth is people are not shopping in 
Tolworth, which is why shops on 
the Broadway are struggling. 

“After listening to concerns from 
businesses and residents the devel¬ 
opment is scaled down, which 
means it will be almost entirely a 
food supermarket. 

“People will be able to come to 
Tolworth, park for free and, as well 
as doing their weekly food shop, 
explore the other shops in the area. 

“This will make Tolworth a 
more desirable place to shop and 


encourage investment.” 

Responding to claims from 
Kingston and Surbiton MP Ed¬ 
ward Davey that the site would add 
to traffic congestion around the A3 
roundabout and along the Broad¬ 
way, he said the proposal would 
not lead to gridlock. 

He said: “Purely from an eco¬ 
nomic point of view we would not 
be investing in an area where traf¬ 
fic would prevent people from 
wanting to shop. 

“We cannot operate a store 
where no one will come.” 


Mr Magee also promised the 250 
jobs that will be created at the site, 
which will include a gym and 
hotel, will go to residents from Tol¬ 
worth and the surrounding area. 

He said: “We are in a time of re¬ 
cession, yet Tesco wants to invest 
in Tolworth - there will be new 
jobs, new homes, new facilities and 
a great place to shop for the people 
of Tolworth. 

“We have worked hard to make 
this the best possible development 
and are confident we have got the 
right scheme.”

More over 55s are cashing 
in to stay in their homes 



Homeowners over 55 have 
taken equity worth £225 mil¬ 
lion from their houses in the 
past year with many choos¬ 
ing to stay put and improve 
than move. 

The Equity Release Coun¬ 
cil says the figure - covering 
April to June this year- is 
up almost a quarter on 2011 
and believe it reflects a need 
by older homeowners to 
raise cash to offset rising in¬ 
flation and help pay for 
their retirement. It marks a 
22 per cent rise and is the 
highest quarterly figure 
since the end of 2009, when 
Britain was first in reces¬ 
sion. 

However a new survey by 
Saga points to another fac¬ 
tor. Their findings suggest 
the reason many people opt 
to release equity from their 
homes, is that they simply 
don’t want to move. 

The survey found two in 
five (38 per cent) don’t want 
to leave their garden and 
friends and 22 per cent

couldn’t bear to part with 
their memories. 

“While releasing equity 
from the home isn’t for ev¬ 
eryone, it can help people 
make improvements so they 
can stay in their home as 
they get older,” said Roger 
Ramsden, chief executive of 
Saga Services. “This is evi¬ 
dent from the one in 10 over 
50s who are adapting their 
home to suit their needs as 
they get older.” 

The survey also found that 
over half (56 per cent) of 
those using the Saga Equity 
Release Advice Service 
spent a proportion of the 
money - on average £10,000 
- to make home improve¬ 
ments. 

Further research shows 
around 3.7million of over 
50s could be planning signif¬ 
icant alterations to their 
home with the next 12 
months, with the most pop¬ 


ular alterations being new 
kitchens and bathrooms (31 
■ percent). 

Nearly half (47 per cent) 
are making these major al¬ 
terations to modernise their 
home. Others want to in¬ 
crease the size of their 
home by either converting a 
loft to make room for their 
grandchildren (13 per cent) 
or building an extension so 
they are better equipped for 
entertaining guests (10 per 
cent). 

Of the other reasons for 
releasing equity, clearing 
debts accounted for 32 per 
cent, new cars for 24 per 
cent and holidays for 33 per 
cent. On average people 
would release around £6,000 
for a holiday of a lifetime. 

“The equity release fig¬ 
ures tell us that the over-55s 
either need money and they 
are desperate to find some¬ 
where to get it from - if they 
own a house that is one of 
the ways they can get 
money,” said Dr Ros Alt- 


mann, the director-general 
of Saga. 

“It may tell us that a lot of 
them have been disappoint¬ 
ed with the pensions they 
have saved for, which have 
not worked out as they had 
hoped.” 

Equity release companies 
offer people with valuable 
houses but little disposable 
income a lump cash sum in 
return for equity in their 
house. The amount home- 
owners take out is then de¬ 
ducted - with interest - by 
the equity release company 
from the proceeds when the 
house is sold. 

Dr Altmann warned that a 
knock-on effect of equity re¬ 
lease schemes is that people 
will have less money to pass 
on to their children as in¬ 
heritance. 

Average savings of people 
between the ages of 55 and 
64 have fallen from £11,200 
to £9,400 in the last two 
years, according to recent 
research by Aviva.
